Great PRINCE, 


Lthough the Semz. Circle of Your Highne/s be 
(at preſent) Eliyate above the full Orb of my 
Holeſs, 1 Conjure you by Bel/, Book, and 
Canale, ſeriouſly to conſider your Proceedings 
againſt me, and my Catholick Church ; which 
( as a Lilly among Thorns) Ilately Planted in 
Enzland and Scotland; and you ( tothe great prict of all the Mem- 
bers of my Sacred Conclave, and Zcalous Fayourites of my Spiri- 
tual Court) have almoſt rooted up. Callto mind and tremble at my 
Great Power, Prudence, and Supremacy ; and that I am God up- 
on Earth, Seventy Seven times greater than the greateſt Emperor in 
the World, Remember what I have done to mighty Monarchs, Kings, 
and Puiſſant Princes, whoſe Glory and high Looks I have laid in the 
Duſt, till they have willingly ſubmitted their ſtubborn Necks to my 
Iron Yoak, and humbly bowed their Heads to ſalute my holy Feet.

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you Cope with me? Remember whar I did to Fohn King of Enz/and, 
whom my holy Monk Srephan poiſoned in Lincoln-ſhire, Come 
then to me ina humble manner, as to God's Deput, Chriſl's Vicar, 
and St. Peter's Srece/or, and reſtore all my Church: Lands, which 
my Anceſtors have { for ſeycral Generations) purloined trom Kings 
and Princes, for the ſancified Uſe of the holy Chair; and ſwear 
fealtly to me, as to your Supream-Head, and holy Father ; and I 
will be reconciled to you and all Eng#r/h-Men. Yea, ( tho? Peter 
King of Arrazon, willingly bought his Salvation trom Pope Innocent 
the 34. atthe rate cf his Crown and Kingdom, 1 will freely pardon 
you all your Sins, paſt, preſent, and to come. And for your un- 
ruly Kabble; { that indigeſted lump of Ignorance, and percipitan- 
cy ) I will have compaſſion on them, and ſend them as many old uſe- 
leſs « Herits, and Works of Supererogation, as would laden a Spar:/h 
Armado; which willſend them / in a perpendicular line ) to Hea- 
yen, without rouching at Purgatory.

Fer, 1 will freely give Liberty to be as intimate with their Neighbours 
Wiyes, ascvcr Pope Hildebrand was with Mathilda, the Marqueſs 
of Eaſt's Lady: Or Pope Alexander the 61h. was with his own 
Daoghter Lucretia, And { inone Word ) I will letthe Inhabitants 
of the whole Iſle of Brita fulfil cheir Hearts defice, in all kind of 
Villanies and Abominations, without finning. For ( as Be/{arp, tells 
you, }) Ican make that which is Sin, no Sin; and that which is no 
Sin, Sip, Bur if you will not ſubmit your felt, nor humble your 
Hzrghbueſs to my Holyne/s; then will 1 cloath my felt with curfing, 
and take the Thunderbolt of kxcommunication in my mouth, with 
the Sword of Supremacy, 1 will cut aſunder the Cords of Unity, and 
with the breath of my mouth, will 1 diſſipate the pcace of all Nati. 
ons. | willincenſe my Rebelhous firs? born, His moſt Chr:15tian 
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Majeſty of FRANCE, to inyade your Territories, burn you 
Cities, put your Males to the edge of the Sword, and rip up your 

Women with Child, without pitty or compaſſion; as helately ſeryed 

your Tribe inhis own Kingdom: And as Ionceſerved the Walden- 

ſes and LAlbigenſes, Iwill privately contrive your oyerthrow, by 
my deſperate Je/nites, e Monks, and Friers; whom I will aſter 
Death Canonize, for Murther , Miſchicf, and Conſpiracy, I will 
found an Order of Iriſh Cut.T hroats, ( men mighty for Miſchief ) 
who will divide the Wind-pipes of all Proteſtants, and ſubſtract 
breath from their whole Bodies. They ſhall Cig as deep as Purga- 
tory for the Contriyance of a new Gun powder Treaſon; and make 
a Coverant with Hell, for your Deſtruftion. And (if I canbring 
my projects toa period ) I will hold a Spiritual Court in Smith fi 1d, 
and decide all Controverſics with Firc and Faggot ; till I Ievil the Na- 
rion with the Duſt, and make the !/le of great Britain acknowledge 
me for their Superiour. Finally, I cannot but reſent your Deportment 
towards my Nezce, your Glorious, Qucen, wholeft Eng/and with- 
out bidding Farewill to her favourites ; only taking along with her the 
Prune of ates, whom you term ber ſuppoſed Son. But itis an Hy- 
perbole, beyond the Conception of Humanity , that a Kg, pretend- 
ing toſo nwch Reaſon, Religion and Picty, ſhould Praiſe, (orr!- 
ther mock) God for a Child, whilſt his Queen had onely conceived a 
Pillow, and was brought to Bed of a Culhion, ro Cheat his Subjects 
ot their Ancient and Royal Line,and his own Poſterity of their Crowns 
and Kingloms. "This wasthe old contrivance of anotker eMary- 
Queen; but Ph:/;p was morea man than to own the Brat of Sophiſtry, 
and Father the Impudence of ſo villanous a Fact. But lct the Pro. 
dution be what it will, Real or Imaginary, my Singing of Te Dean 
in St Mary's Church in Rome, is cnough both to Naturalize and Le- 
pitimatc it Lawſul Prince of // ales, and Apparent Hcirto the Crowns 
of Three Kingdoms.

ture, and Reaſon. Our learned Divines have theſe ſeveral years, con- 
fured your opinions of ridiculous Nonſenſe, by found Arguments, 
and undeniable Demonſtrations; till (being wearied with your con- 
traditions) Grooms, Pages, and Porters began to diſcoyer your 
Nakedneſs, in your Ignorance and Superſtition; and by writing a« 
gainſt you to convince you of your Foolries , Fopperies, and Chi- 
merical Fancies, Yetfor all this, are you not aſhamed ot your Abo-

bieh Power over your Subjetts,but we cannot abid your high Pride,we 
cannot quench your gridy Covetonſneſs : The Devil is with you, but 
Cots with us, "Thus ( with the Eaſtern Churches) we mult leave 
you, andict you alone: Yet with the Prophet will we wail oyer you, 
and cry out, ///e would have Healed Babylon, But ſhe is not Healeds 
Remember what the Lord faith, 1/azah5o 11. Behold all ye that 
Kindle a Fire, that compaſs your ſelves abont with Sparks: Walk 
the Light of your Fire, and in the Sparks that ye have kindled.
